Speaking of Ihe moveinc-nt of reform 


in tlie Jewl-li xyiiHgog-, Hay Stanmml 
Baker says in the Americun maga?.ine :

In I960 nearly 20 percent of the ma-

making up "woolen"

'worsted" products manufactured in 
the United States wan cotton, and if 
the proportionate use of cotton in the 
wool manufacture has not continued 
to Increase it must be liccnuse of the 
mounting costs of the staple under 
crop failure and the shiftim; demand 
from high-taxed wool.

New Automobile Tag.. 


Bids for making automobile tags 


and badges for 1910, under the Grim- 
Tow usend act of the last Legislature, 
will soon be opened by the automo- 
bile division of the Stato Highway 
Department, at Harrisburg. 


The tags for 1(110 will lie blue en- 


amel bearing the State name, year 
and automobile license number in 
white letters. 
At one side there will 


be a keystone of «oft white metal, 
which will contain the manufacture's 
number, this being a new feature 
These tags will be issued at rates 
based on the horsepower of the ma- 
chine. Dealers will be allowed to buy 
flve tags at $5 each lor use on cars for 
sale, but their tags will be different 
from the general tags, in that they 
will not have the keystone, but in- 
stead the world "dealer." 


Chauffeura will have to buy badges, 


or else the employers will, and these 
badges will cost $2 each. They will 
be of white metal. 
Owners will not 


have to wear the badges. Persons 
under 18, running machines must pro- 
cure certificates. 


So far 33,100 automobile tags have 
been sold for this, against 25,119 for 
the whole of last year, which was a 
record breaker.
